Culling in Spring Is 


Found to Be Good Plan 


Those who manage their flocks la 


the most efficient manner possible do 
not confine their culling to late sum- 
mer and early fall, but to a certain 
extent call throughout the entire year. 
Especially do they pay a good deal of 
attention to spring culling when the 
flock comes Into the peak production 
period. Some of the birds that have 
produced heavily throughout the pre- 
vious fall and winter months often 
break down toward spring. They are 
the individuals that coold not stand 
continuous heavy feeding. In some 
flocks, the percentage of these partial- 
ly broken-down birds Is larger than In 
others, but invariably some are found 
In every flock that are no longer profit- 
able producers.
